Election/Restrictions

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language.

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kortenbach (US 6,627,817). 

Regarding claim 1 , Kortenbach discloses a grommet (see figure 1 ) for holding a 
wire harness (50) including a plurality of wires (see figure 1), the grommet (see figure 1) 
comprising a first division member (4b, 2b), having a convex portion formed on an outer 
face thereof (see figure 1); and a second division member (4a, 2a), having a concave 
portion for receiving a water-stop portion (see figure 1), the concave portion having a 
shape corresponding to a cross-sectional shape of the wire harness (50), wherein an 
inner face of the first division member (4b,2b) is pressed against the water-stop portion 
of the wire harness (50) when the convex portion of the first division member (4b, 2b) is 
pressed toward the second division member (see figure 1 or column 8 lines 56-61 or 
column 11 lines 1-11). 

Regarding claim 2, Kortenbach discloses the grommet (see figure 1 ), wherein the 
inner face of the first division member (4b, 2b) of the grommet has a flat face (9 or 6).

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kurosaki (US 4,002,822), Neher (US 3,506,999), Klumpp, Jr. 
(US 2,930,840 and US 2,424,758), Katoh (US 6,010,134), Ishida (US 5,545,854), 
Yasukuni (US 5,635,678), Koscik (US 3,836,269), Rapata (US 3,141,062 and US 
2,920,129), Pulaski (US 6,218,625) and Ideno et al (US 5,639,993) disclose a grommet 
for holding wire harness
